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ADVICE TO MOUNTAINEERS 
The following letter appeared in the 
"Letters" column of TIME, September 18. 
We'tre glad to see such sensible counsel 
given-such widespread circulation: 
Six? 

We, the members of the Sierra Club Rock 
Climbers search team that found the 
bodies of "Topper" Reynolds and Stephen 
Viasserman on Mt, Whitney (TIME, August 28) 
are particularly interested in stopping 
the recurrence of this kind of tragedy.... 

The particular 2,000-ft. route that 
these boys attempted had been done only 
once, and the 800 feet they climbed be- 
fore falling indicated that they had ad- 
mirable courage, strength and athletic 
ability. Their failure, however, was 
due to poor judgment, and lack of exper- 
ience, skill and equipment .. . this is 
typical of most mountaineering accidents 
in the U.S. 

We would like to point out that the 
best mountaineers in this country take 
quite elaborate safety precautions even 
on simple climbs .... Our sincere ad- 
vice to eager youths is that if you are 
going to climb cliffs, learn and prac- 
tice the techniques in a climbing 
club . . «

Havasu Canyon 


Tom Howell prefaced his account of the 
botany of Havasu with information on dis- 
tances and directions which were of inter 
est to those contemplating a visit. From 
Kingman, Arizona (660 miles from San Fran- 
cisco) it is 50 miles to Peach Springs, 
then another 6 miles to the turn-off from 
the highway. From the turn-off to Hualpai 
Hilltop (on the rim of the canyon) it is 
62 miles--two-thirds of it good road. The 
last third is rocky and not well graded. 
(The Hilltop near Grand Canyon which is 
shovm on the maps is not the Hilltop re- 
ferred to here.) From Hualpai Hilltop it 
is 7 miles by trail to the Indian village 
of Supai and another. 2 miles to the camp- 
ground on Lower Havasu Creek, 

In the Arizona auto court, Tom collected 
Muhlenbergia Schreberi, the first record 
of this.grass west of Texas. His collec- 
tion of the small weedy Poa annua was the 
first record from Coconino County. In 
Havasu. he was thrilled by finding a pha- 
celia which he had described. He showed 
us forty specimens, including very prickly 
cacti and thistles. Some of these we saw 
again in the lovely photochromes taken by 
Jim Barbour and Charles Townsend, The 
bright greens of the vegetation contrast 


pleasingly with the reds of the cliffs md 
the blue of the stream.

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JACK BARNARD NAMED FWOC PRESIDENT 


Officers who will serve for the coming 
year were elected at the final sessions 
of the 19th annual convention of the 
Federation of Western Outdoor Clubs, 
sseged at Clair Tappaan Lodge, and the 
nearby area, on September 2-34, 

The convention was staged with the 
same ease and enthusiasm which has 
characterized this annual event since 
its inception. . ees 

Delegates whn overflowed the lodge 
were parked at the hospitable U.C. Ski 
Hut next door and up o ‘the hill behind 
the lodge. Cy Washburn, chairman of the 
arrangements committee, took care of 
reservations, campfire and other enter- 
tainment, and diverse hikes, 

There was also an efficient dining 
room and kitchen crew--so the guests werv 
really guests, and even the members 
didn't have to wash dishes. The food, 
as usual at the lodge, was outstanding. 

The convention opened at 5 PM on 
Saturday, with roll call which showed 
that 32 member clubs were represented, 
It closed on Monday morning when 
President Harry James relinquished the 
gavel from his hot little hand, 

The new president of the organization 
is Jack Barnard, formerly California 
vice-president, who was active on the 
Legislative Committee of the Federation 
and who has been secretary of the Sierra 
Club Conservation Committee for the past 
several years. 

Business sessions covered everything 
from the conservation of California 
Condors to the checking of cheeky Cham 
oukians, 

Among the problems discussed were: 
DVaits in national parks, monuments and 
wilderness areas, San Jacinto tramway, 
conservation education, safety in the 
mountains, leadership, National Park 
problems and Forest Service problems in 
relation to our problems-~familiar 
troubles to corgervationists. 

However, pooling the difficulties, 
discussing them and working out solutions 
is one pf the main purposes of the 
Federation, 

On Sunday morning there were reports 
by the various clubs, special problems 
were brought to the attention of the 
members, and a resolutions committee was 
named. 


FISH AND GAME PROBLEMS 


When John Citizen is discovered taking 
too many trout from a mountain stream, 
the game warden invariably knows just 
what to do. But when a large brown bear 
is discovered taking too many trout from 
a mountain stream, what does a poor game 
warden do then? This situation arose 
recently on a stream up in Alpine County 
when some local cowpunchers called the 
wardens to a spot where a large brown 
bear was amusing himself by tossing 
dozens of sparkling trout high up on the 
bank, After some deep thought, the two 
Division of Fish and Game men solved the 
problem by netting all the fish in the 
stream and moving them aver to a nea}by 
lake, where they were protected from 


“anglers by the law of the land and from 


brown bears by the depth of the water. 


Sunday afternoon, the directors of the 
Sierra Club held their Fall meeting, and 
there were no sessions of the convention 


during this period. On Monday morning, 
the final meeting of the convention, the 
various resolutions were discussed and 
voted upon. Of special interest to Cal- 
ifornians were the resolutions against 
invading the sanctuary of the California 
Condors; the stand taken against the San 
Jacinto tramway; the resolution against 
dams in national parks, monuments and 
wilderness areas; and a resolution sup- 
porting the work in conservation educa~ 
tions. All the resolutions will appear in 
detail in the October Bulletin. 

The final matter of business was the 
election of officers, with Barnard being 
selected as president. Others selected 
were: Ed Darrow of the Contra Costa Hills 
Club, Califernia vice-president; Joe 
Momyer of the Sierra Qub, California 
deputy vice-president (Southern Califor- 
nia); Glen DeGroff of the Trails Club of 
Oregon, Treasurer. Olga Madsen wa> re- 
elected Secretary and Rosella MeCune will 
again serve as editor of the Western Oute 
door Quarterly.

my sight. "We're fat", he shouted, "Come 
on up! Coming up to his position, 65. 
feet above mine, was an hour-long opera- 
tion, but from the new position I could 
see that we were indeed "fat", A few feet 
of easy scrambling and the summit of the 
Phantom Pinnacle was ours, But all the 
climb had not been easy scrambling. 

When Bill Dunmire showed up at Tuolume 
Meadows cnly a few days after his return 
frem Canada, I knew he must have something 
on his mind—-and it wasn't hard to guess 
what. last year Bill and I had a close 
Look at the "Phantom" while returning from 
an eut-nf-the-way climb with Oscar Cook, 
If we had been intrigued by tales of this 
spectre and its ghostly characteristic of 
showLng plainly only when mists slipped 
between it and the valley wall, we were 
certainly in—"spired" by this close view. 
Sheer, winclimbed, l00-foot spires are nce 
longer common so close to Yosemite Valley, 

The Friday following Labor Day, Bill and 
I trudged up the long talus slope from the 
Cathedral Spires parking lot and camped at 
the base of cur climb. After a careful 
study of possible routes, we attacked 
wiere the over-all angle was least. A 
shortage nf piton cracks and an abundance 
cf overhangs convinced us that our route 
might not be the best. Reluctantly, we 
abandoned an afternoon's wrk and a hard= 
earned 80 feet. 
ed up a series of cracks along the line 
where the Phantom's south face met the 
wall af the valley. Evening found us at 
the notch where the pianacle detached it- 
self from the wall, After a dinner of 
ecld tuna, coconut shreds and lemon water, 
we spent the night on a rather typical 
bivouac ledge, 

At dawn we resumed climbing. Above 
the notch we had a choice of four, rather 
than three, sides from which we could 
apprvach the summit. Selecting the 
least. severe overhang (the north side) 
we went right to work, and at 11 AM stood 
on the summit. Leaving a cairn and 
register on top, we undid 27 hours! and 
hO pitons! worth of 5th and 6th class 
climbing with four full-length rappels 
and stood again on the talus. 

Later cn, in the Valley, sn easily seen 
from the top of our pinnacle, we looked 
back; but the "Phantom" remained concealed 
—evyen from such intimate acquaintances 
as Bill and myself. ‘—-Bob Swift
